Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 26—The House sat 
for less than an hour teday, a modest 
amount of business being disposed of. 
Just before adjournment R. L. Borden 
brought up the question of treaties with 
the United States. He expressed the 
Opinion that the parliament and people 
of Canada should be in possession of all 
treaties at the same time as the United 
States senate and the American people. 
In case of a treaty vitally affecting Can- 
ada, once it was signed by an accredited 
representative, Mr. Borden did not think 
it should become binding upon Downing 


street until it had been ratified by the 
people of Canada. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier was inclined to 


agree with Mr. Borden. He was under 
the impression that the treaty was com- 
muaniecated to the United States senate 
and not to the house of reppesentatives, 
Sir Wilfrid admitted the inconvenience 
complained of by Mr. Borden, but said 
it was in accordance with precedent and 
tradition for copies of treaties to be sent 
to the colonial office and then across the 
water again to Canada. He could not see 
why the moment ot was vigned af 
fecting Canada i should now be given to 
the people of this country, even before 
it was sent te London, 
Election Act Amendments.

The story is that 
Count Todo, 23 years old, was sent 
to England two years ago to complete 
jhis education and while there marri 
'a woman of Hungarian birth named 
| Klena Addison, the widow of an Eng- 
lishman. His family on learning this 
peremptorily orderd the count to re- 
turn to Japan, and he did so, leaving 
his wife in England, 

When he arrived home he found 
that his family, which shares the tra- 
ditional aristocratic repugnanee to 
mixed marriages, had in his absence 
started negotiations for his marriage 
to Princess Taka, a member of the 
collateral branch of the imperial fam- 
ily. The advances were favorably re- 
ceived owing to the exalted rank and 
good record of the Todos and the 
count’s divorce {rom his English wife 
was immediately resolved upon. Count 
Todo, as soon as he wae free, formally 
applied for the princess’ hand and in 
due course the emperor sanctioned an 
jalliance between them.

shareholders and all others who pro- 
fii by results of such labor; that >n- 
dustrial peace might be preserved and 
friendly relations between employers 
and operatives with some system cf 
automatic adjustment of wages. 

Referring to the effects of the tanff 
on the cottoa industry the Commis- 
sioner remarked; “That the tariff, 
apart from the present temporary de 
pression with whieh it was admitted 
it had nothing to do, was not in any 
way responsible for ‘the falling off in 
trede jn the cotton factories, or the 
consequent reduction in wages, \s 
abundantly proved from statements 
of head officials of the companies and 
the annual reports of the directors.’ 

Dealing with the employment of wo- 
men and children, Mr. King says it 
has been shown that of the operatives 
employed in the cotton mills, 42 per 
cent are females and 26.6 per cent 
sons under 18 years of age. As to 
hours of labor of these two classes, 
it was stated by many of the witness- 
es that there is a work week of 60 
hours, At Fall River, the labor hours 
of women and minors are 58 per week 
and will, after January, 1910, be 1¢- 
duced to 50 per week, and that in New 
Hampshire the hours ere fixed at 58 
per week. He proceeds to say: “A 
reduction of hours of labor at this 
maximum, for similar classes of ope- 
ratives in Canada, would be desirab!>, 
both on economie and humanitarian 
grounds. Though the minimum age 
at which children can be employed ig 
fixed by the Quebee law at 14 years, 
several children were brought before 
the commission who admitted that 
they had entered upon employment 
under the legal age.— Some of these 
children were so: immature and igno- 
rant that they were unable to tell the 
year of their birth or their age. 


PURE FOOD CONFERENCE. 


Commissioners Present Address to 
Roosevelt Thanking Him for His 
Aid. 

Washington, Jan. 25—A committee 
from the Association of State Food and 
Dairy Commissioners, now in session 
here, presented an interesting address 
tonight to President Roosevelt at the 
White house, “On the friendship and 
support he has given for a square deal 
between the trade and consumers in 
the sale of food and the drug pro- 
ducts.” The committee included in 
its eulogy Dr. Harvey Wiley, whose 
decision in. the benzoate of soda case 
were contradicted by the special com- 
mission appointed by the president as 
stated in today’s papers. Specially 
interesting parts of the address are as 
follows :-- 

“The fight for pure food was won 
for the nation in the passage of the 
National Food and Drugs act. But 
the food commissioners recognize with 
you, that the enactment of the law 
was but the beginning of a considera- 
tion of numerous and perplexing prob- 
lems which must be settled one by one 
before all that was hoped for in the 
passage of the law, and much that is 
possible under the law, can be put in 
the actual operation. The main ob; 
ject of the state food control officials, 
in associating themselves together, 
was to have uniformity between the 
several states and between the states 
and federal government. The associa- 
tion, which we represent; has worked 
for such uniformity and will continue 
to work for such uniformity, They 
have worked to strip all food sub- 
stances of those colors and chemicals, 
which, whether harmfal or harmless, 
are the means through which consum- 
€rs are imposed upon with respect to 
the quality and purity of food products 
They have worked to bring to enfobte- 
ment food coytrol laws, that practical 
knowledge of trede problem which 
can only be had from the trade it- 
self, and id all of this and in other 
lines of work they have looked upoh 
you as the netional guardian and 
leader and they shall continue to con- 
sider, as one of the strong stays of the 
pure food cause, your hold on the 
purlic confidence which will 
you when you are no longer

IN CHILD RESCUE WORK. 


Roosevelt Addre es Conference of 
Phiilanthropists and Educators. 


Washington, D.C., January 25.—In 
the east reem ot the White House to- 
dav, President Roosevelt met and 
addressed more than two hundred 
men and women philanthropists and 
educators engaged in child reseue 
work in the United States. They 
were cheered on by his message of 
sympathy, These delegates to a 
children’s qonference met later at 
the Ne wWillard Hotel in sessions 
that extended over the efternoon and 
evening and will be continued _to- 
morrow. The results of the confer- 
ence are to be reported at. a banquet 
tomorrow night, and the President is 
then to set the seal of hie approval 
on the work. It was e great gather- 
ing from a humanitarian standpoint 
that the President greeted. Booker 
T. Washington, the colored president 
of Tuskogee University in Alabama, 
‘sounded the keynote of the gathering 
when the latter exclaimed in his 
speech before the conference: me 
heard a speaker say today that many 
here had made great sacrifices in the 
work. There is no sacrifice in uplift- 
ing one of these little ones. I pity 
the man who has learned to live for 
himpelf. I envy in my heart the man 
who has learned to live for others. 
This is the triumph of life.”

Calgary, Jan, 26—The banquet held 
lest night in commemor@tion of the 
opening of the new building of the 
Young, Men’s Christian association 
was one of the most successful of its 
kind ever held in the city.

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Land 
Regulations. 


A NY person who is the sole head of a 
+* family, om any male over 18 years old, 
may homestead a quarter-section (160 
acres, more or Jess) of available Domin- 
ion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta, The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the district, Entry by 
proxy may ‘be mado at any agency, on 
ertain conditions, by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister of in- 
tending homesteader 

Duties—Six months’ 
ultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
oveupied by him or by his father, moth- 
son, daughter, brother or sister. 

n certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may preempt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre, Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
juired to earn homestead patent) and 
cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Purchased homesteads may be ac- 
quired on any available lands on either 
odd or even numbered Sections South of 
township 45, East of the Calgary and 
Edmonton Railway and the West line of 
range 26, and West of the third Meridian 
and the Saulf Railway line, Duties,— 
Must reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate fifty acres and erect a 
house worth $300,
